Historic Gome Played In 
Warren Almost Forty Years 
Ago Recalled by Star's Death 


Announcement of the death last 
Friday at Lewisburg, of Walter A. 
Blair, 63, former major 
league 


baseball catcher, recalls to old 
timers in Warren and Sheffield, 
the "championship" game played 
on High school field here October 
11, 1908, between teams represent- 
ing the two towns, in which the 
Sheffield promoters sprung one of 
the greatest surprises in 
local 
baseball history, when they 
im- 


ported the famous New York Am- 
erican-League battery of Manning 
and Blair, for the contest. Accord- 
ing to dispatches Blair died of a 
heart attack in the bath room of 
his home. He was 
first string 
catcher with the New York Yank- 
ees from 1909 to 1912, later going 
to Buffalo in the Federal League, 
where he caught and managed the 
team until-the league folded. 
With Manning pitching. War- 


ren was shut out in that sensat- 
ional game by a score of 8 to 0. 
Incidentally Hugh Bedient was on 
the mound for the Warren club. 


The game was described in the 


Evening Mirror of 
October 12, 


1908, in the following manner: 


Before one of the largest crowds 


of the season Shr ueld defeated 
Warren for the second time in a 
week. Sheffield sprang a surprise 
when about 3:20 Manning 
and 


Blair, the star battery of the New 
York American League club walk- 
ed upon the field and started to 
warm up. 
Manning was one of the sen- 
sational finds of the season, win- 
ning the first seven 
games he 
p'tched,, finishing the season by 
winning 12 and losing 15 games, a 
very good record for j, pitcher on 
a tail end club. Blair, who is not 
the regular catcher for the club, 
put up a very fine exhibition be- 
hind the plate. 
Curwin started the game 
for 


Warfen but his curves were not 
breaking, and after Sheffield scor- 
ed three runs and got five hits he 
o-ave way to Hugh Bedient, wno 
retired the side with one run and

start to finish. Magee made some 
rattling good catches for Sheffield, 
while O'Connor played a star 
game at second for Warren, with 
six assists and two putouts.

Hanley's umpiring cost Warren 


a run when Spiesman

groves, and one man supplies most 
of the troops for the side which 
so far has always been victorious. 


The conflict is between the lady- 


bird, more commonly referred to 
as the ladybug1, and known in the 
aest entomological circles as the 
novjum cardinalis; and the citrus 
mealybug, which, if permitted to 
have its destructive way would 
raise merry hob with Southern 


lalifornia's" prinicipal agriculture 
crop. 


A long time ago citrus experts 


discovered that 
the ladybird 
or 


bug, regarded the mealybug- in 
much the same light as a mon- 
joose does a snake. This led to in- 
troduction of ladybirds into in- 
fested groves where they cleaned 
out the mealybug's in a hurry. 


For a long time the growers ob- 


tained the ladybirds as best they 
could, but recently five big citrus 
associations 
formed what they 


called the Southern California Pest 
Control association, and hired as 
entomologist Samuel H. Essig, an 
expert in raising the insects. 
Es- 


sig estimates that, operating pri- 
ve.tely, he has been breeding about 
3,000,000 ladybirds annually for the 
last 20 years, and under the new 
set-up, he is boosting that total 
considerably. 


He explained that the ladybird is 


the only known method of combat- 
ting the mealybug successfully, as 
a spray strong enough to destroy 
the insect is also strong enough 
to damage the tree. 


Ttie cooperative system is work- 


ing out fine, he reported. The 
growers formerly had to pay about 
three-quarters of a 
cent apiece 


for the ladybirds; now they get 
them at cost, which is considerably 
below that figure although the sta- 
tistics are not yet complete. . 


Essig's plant—which he does not 


call the bughouse—consists of 10 
long rooms, kept dark and consist- 
ently heated to a temperature of 
80 degrees, which he has found Is 
most to the liking of the ladybird. 


The rooms are filled with long 
trays of potato sprouts which are 
purposely infested with mealybugs. 
The ladybirds lose no time in going 
to work. They feed exclusively on 
the mealybugs; not only that, they 
lay their eggs in the other insect's 
larvae. 


When grown up, the ladybirds 


are put to work. 


Ten Jadybugs are enough to 


clean up an infested tree, approxi- 
mately SO per cent of the little in- 
sects are lady ladybirds, and they 
breed very rapidly, so pretty soon 
there are hundreds, maybe thous- 
ands of ladybirds where there were 
only 10 ladybirds before. And when 
there are no more mealybugs in 
that tree, they move on to another. 
"In fact," Essig says, "I once 


turned loose a flock of ladybirds 
in a walnut grove across the street 
from an orange orchard. It didn't 
take them, long to find the orange 
trees, and they flew across the 
street en masse."

New Hous ing Act Attempts 
To Promote Smaller Homes 


(Editor’s Note: This Is the *ec- 
ond of two articles on the Hous­ 
ing Act).

Washington — Getting 
houses 
built is only half an answer to the 
housing problem. 
The other half 
is: mak ing it possible for people 
to buy them at today’s inflated 
costs. 
The new housing act mak es 
a 
stab at it. 
One of its sev eral ap­ 
proaches is a “bargain basement” 
financing for the least expensiv e 
k ind of house. 
It’s a 5 per cent, down, thirty 
years-to-pay arrangement. 
The 
Federal 
Housing 
administration 
can insure your home 
borrowing 
up to 9 5 per cent of the v alue of 
the property. But only if the m ort­ 
gage is not ov er $6,000. 
That won’t buy much of 
a house 
in most parts of the country, FHA 
officials admit. Real estate people 
hav e giv en this clause its “bar­ 
gain basement.” nick name. 
Congress was 
uncertain, 
too, 
whether such ^'redit terms mignt 
not add to real 
estate 
inflation. 
So the act instructs FHA to grant 


the bargain rates in these cases: 
First, where that type of hous­ 
ing is needed. 
Second, 
where 
i houses can build for that price. | 
And third, where such credit will 
not “substantially” 
increase 
the 
costs of houmrg for moderate-in- 
come families. 
At this early stage, FHA hasn’t 
drawn up any rules to go by. When 
it does, you may find your com- 
munity passed up entirely. In such ‘ 
a case, look to the M style “Title- 
II” financing. 
It has been liber- 
ized. 
B''ormally “Title II” was good 
for 9 0 per cent FHA insurance on 
the first $6,000 of cost. 
Now it’s 
$7.000. 
In other v /ords, $700 down will 
buy a $7,000 home. And you now 
hav e twenty-fiv e years to pay off • 
the mortgage instead of twenty, 
so the montlily pa j^ e nts -will be , 
lower. 
The av erage house will be more 
expensiv e. FHA uill insure bigger 
mortgages, but the cov erage drops ! 
off. 
It reaches 80 per cent when ; 
the cost hits $11.000. 
And 80 per 
cent applies up to the 
limit 
o f 
FHA’s help. $16.000.

with an active case of venereal 
disease will be turned down. Dur- 
ing the war, the Army toolc «uch 
men, hospitalized them and then 
put them on active duty. 
Similarly, no man with a "de- 


finite hernia" will be 
accepted. 


During the war, many with minor 
hernia ailments were inducted. 
Forty minutes of the examina- 
tion will be devoted to a written 
test to determine the registrant's 
intelligence. Roughly, anyone who 
scores what amounts to an eighth- 
grade education will be taken. 


A perfect score in this test is 


163. Until a few weaks ago the 
Army would take in only those 
who got 80 or better. Now, by or- 
der of Congress, this has been 
lowered to 70. 


During the war, when a slightly 


different test was used, the pass- 
ing grade was 59. Generally, this 
was equal to about a fourth- 
grade education. 


The Army doesn't want to ac- 


cept such men except in grave em- ] 
ergency for it has found that in : 
these days of highly mechanized 
warfare a man with low intellig- 
ence is * hazard not only to him- 
self but to his fellow soldiers. 
Incidentally, the questions »re 


so fixed that faking easily can be 
detected. Those who try to act 
"stupid" will succeed—they'll start 
their Army careers 
with 
black 
marks on their records. 


Illiterates and those who don't 


have a working knowledge of Eng- 
lish will be rejected. The Army 
has no time or facilities to teach 
them the language—as it did dur- 
ing the latter stages of World 
War n, when manpower was get- 
ting very scarce. 


A man who has lost an aye will 
not be accepted. But a registrant 
who is deaf in one ear may be 
taken if his other ear is so good 
that he can hear as well as the 
normal person. 


If a man can hear 
with two 
ears as well as the normal person 
c..n with one he will be deemed 
fit. 


As for eyes, the man must have 


vision of at least 20/200, correct- 
able with glasses to 20/40. This 
means the person will have to see 
at 20 feet what the normal eye 
can see at 200. And with glasses 
he sliould be able to see at 20 feet 
what the normal eye sees at 40.

jection—but thsy'll have

"darn flat." The rejections will be 
limited to those who have what 
the doctors term "pes 
planus, 


third-degTee." 


A man who has a leg or arm 
missing' is out. So is the fellow 
who has a thumb off or more 
than one joint of either index fing- 
er. A fellow with a "trick knee" 
will be acceptable if a successful 
operation has been performed. 


Any person with a history of 
ulcers will be rejected. The same 
goes for osteomyelitis (a bone dis- 
ease), asthma, chronic bronchitis 
and migraine headaches. 
Reject- 
ions for hay fever will depend on 
how severe the cas3 is. 


Any man who has had tubtr- 
culosis in the past five years or 
rheumatic fever in the past two 
years will be turned down.

The comeback of Warren Spahn 


and the ability to win on the road 
have been primarily responsible 
for keeping the Boston Braves on 
top in the five-team National 
League pennant race. 


No more striking example of 
this was given than lasl night 
when Spahn hurled the Braves to 
a 2-0 shuloul Iriumph over the 
Cardinals in a night game in St 
Louis. The victory put the Braves 
four games ahead ot the second 
place Dodgers and four and a half 
in front of the Redbirds. 


Cleveland's rebounding Indians 
regained first place in the torrid 
American League race, pushing the 
Boston Red Sox down into second 
place with a 9-0 lacing. The de- 
feat dropped the Red Sox half a 
game behind the Tribe. 
Bob Lemon pitched the Indians 


intb the lead. He permitted only 
four hits in registering his 17th 
triumph and his eighth shutout of 
the season. 
The third place New York Yan- 
kees moved within a game and a 
half of first place, knocking off the 
Chicago White Sox 8-2. 
Freddy Hutchinson gained his 
fourth triumph over the Philadel- 
phia Athletics, pitching the Detroit 
Tigers to a 10-<i victory. The 
dereat was Philadelphia's 
fifth 
straight and sent the fourth place 
Mackmen four games off the pace. 
Unleashing their biggest attack 


of the season, the Washington Sen- 
ators hammered out a 14-6 victory 
over the St. Louis Browns to snap 
a nine-game losing streak

The Dodgers moved into second 
place, half a game in front of the 
Cardinals, as they outslugged the 
Pirates, 11-9, in Pittsburgh.

So it’s com forting to report to­ 
day tha t a t least one commodity 
still is plentiful and cheap, 
I refer, of course, to arsenic. 
There’s worlds of the stuff, and 
it can b e had for 
a 
nickel 
a 
pound. To get this b argain rate 
you hav e to b uy it b y the carload, 
V it think of the money you sav e. 
This 
poisonous 
inform ation 
comes in a news release from the 
national geographic} 
society. 
I 
can’t figure out how, or why, the 
national geographic b ecame in ter­ 
ested in arsenic. 
I always thought it concentrat­ 
ed on .« icencry, in front of which 
posed handsome nativ e 
v /omen, 
quaintly dressed or undressed. 
But here we are, on arsenic. 
The N ational Geographic says 
tha t one Swedish mine, the Boli- 
den, up near the Arctic Circle, pro­ 
duces gold, silv er, copper. 
Not 
content w ith this, it also. In its 
spare time, put out as m uch ar- 
i>2 nic as the world consumed in 


prewar y ears. 
In fact, the Swedes got them ­ 
selv es ov erloaded with arsenic. It 
seems too much arsenic, like too 
many old lov e letters, can b ecome 
em b arrassing. The Swedes finally 
mixed a lot with concrete, shipped 
it out and dumped it Into the sea. 
One half to two - thirds of our 
arsenic goes into the nev er ending 
war w ith insects. In second place 
comes w'eed killing preparations. 
A tiny b it of arsenic is used in 
m aking a lead shot round. If a r­ 
senic w eren’t added, it would b e 
tear-shaped. 
The National Geographic 
says 
some A ustrian peasants use a r­ 
senic for a tonic. 
They sta rt ■ in gradually, 
and 
b uild up until they’re taking 
on 
enough to kill a horse. 
As fa r as 
know, no scientist 
ev er ha.^ v erified the claims of 
the results.
